Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on July 21, 2005 has been entered. No claims have been 
canceled. No claims have been added. Claims 1-10 are still pending in this application, with 
claims 1 and 4 being independent 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shastry et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,511,116). 

Regarding claim 1, Shastry et al. teach a method for implementation of requirements of 
telecommunications subscribers for services provided by a communications network, 
comprising: 

abstracting and classifying the requirements into a corresponding number of classes 
(column 15, line 50 through column 16, line 5); 

subdividing the individual classes into at least one subclass (column 17, lines 20-33); and 
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uniquely associating a subclass with at least one technical functional unit configured for 
coupling to one another in a corresponding manner (column 17, lines 1-19). 

Regarding claim 2, Shastry et al. further teach the method comprising: executing at least 
one test run of the at least one technical functional unit which has been correspondingly 
associated (column 17, lines 36-43). 

Regarding claim 3, Shastry et al. further teach the method wherein abstracting, 
classifying, subdividing and uniquely associating are verified by one or more simulation runs 
(column 18, lines 17-37). 

Regarding claims 4 and 5, Shastry et al. teach a system for implementation of 
requirements of telecommunication subscribers for services provided by a communications 
network, comprising: a first catalog of classes, in which each requirement can be associated with 
one class and a second catalog of technical functional units, in which each class is associated 
with one or more specific technical functional units wherein the classes are each subdivided into 
one or more subclasses and each of the subclasses are associated with one or more specific 
technical functional units (column 18, line 45 to column 19, line 46). 

Regarding claims 6-10, see Figs. 29A-29D.
